York Oourt of Appeals hna just decided a 
ofl'so whioh has an important bearing 011 the 
law of drawing-rooin cars. A passenger by 
the name of Thorpe entered tho cars of tho 
New York Control road tit Syracuse, intend- 
ing to go to Auburn. He passed through 
the two ordinary cars of tho train, in. which 
many passengers woro standing, aud finding 
no seat vacant went into tho drawing-room 


and took a soat there. 
When called on 


to make an extra payment for tho sent ho 
declined on the ground that he could find 
no seat elsewhere, but expressed hig readi- 
ness to leave whenever ho could find a 
seat in another car. 
The porter attempted 


to 
eject him, and 
tho 
passenger 


brought an action to recover for the assault. 
A nonsuit was asked on the ground thnt the 
porter was the servant of tho owner of the 
drawing-room car and not of tho railroad. 
The lower court refused this application 
imd gave judgment to the plaintiff, nnd the 
Court of Appeals has sustained this decision. 
It wns hold that the suit could not bo main- 
tained on tho conventional relation of mas- 
ter and servant between tho porter and tho 
defendant, as the porter was the servant of 
Wogner, owner of the oar, nnd employed 
by him 
alone. But passengers 
cannot 


know the private arrangement existing be- 
tween tho road and the owners of tho oars, 
and thoy have n right to assume that these 
oars are under a contract with tho company, 
and that tho servants in ohnrgo of such oars 
are tho servants of the company. Other- 
wise thore would bo two separate contracts 
in tho case of ovory passenger, which would 
involve !\ nnnfusion of rights and obliga- 
tions, and divide n responsibility 
that 


ought to be single. Public interests require 
that tho railroad 
company 
should 
bo 


charged with and responsible for tho man- 
agement of the train, and that all persons 
employed thereon should be doomed, as to 
passengers, the servants of the railroad 
company. 
Tho statute assumes that tho 


servants employed aro the servants of the 
company.

badges. They aro authorized tb ojoct pas- 
sengers for non-payment of fore.
